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Three votes win council seat 



A DOUBLE recount and 
just three votes spelt the 
difference between politi¬ 
cal joy and despair for Lib¬ 
eral Democrat Ryan Hope. 

He was just beaten by 
Labour’s Lucy Hamilton - 
461 votes to 458 - in local 
elections for Weymouth’s 
Westham West ward where 
defending Tory councillor 
Jean Woodward was 
beaten in to third place. 

Councillor Hamilton paid 
tribute to Mr Hope and 
said: “My heart goes out to 
Ryan because it was so 
close. I will now try to rep¬ 
resent the interests of the 
people of Westham West

candidates after Mr Hope 
lost the first count by one 
vote only to lose both re¬ 
counts by three votes each. 

He said: “I am absolutely 
gutted. I did everything I 
could. I still can’t believe I 
only lost by three votes, but 
I will continue to work for 
the Westham West commu¬ 
nity.” 

Despite this drama there 
was little overall change, 
Weymouth and Portland re¬ 
maining a hung council 
with no one party in overall 
control, the Tories now 
holding 17 seats, Liberal 
Democrats 10, Labour 
seven and Independents 
two. 

Labour performed well 
with Budmouth teacher 
Andy Blackwood winning 
Westham North from de¬ 
fending Lib Dem council¬ 
lor Brendan Webster. 

Mr Blackwood said: “I 
have been a borough coun¬ 
cillor before and I am de¬ 
lighted to be back to 
increase the strength of 
Labour on the council.” 

Mr Webster blamed his 
defeat on a national back¬ 
lash against Liberal De¬ 
mocrats and added: “A 
particular issue on 
doorsteps was tuition fees 
while a lot of people didn’t 
understand the role of the 
Lib Dems in the coalition 
with the Conservatives.” 

Elsewhere Amanda 
Munro joined brother, Tim, 
on the council by holding 
Tophill West for the Con¬ 
servatives in a seat left va¬ 
cant when John Nash 
didn’t stand for re-election. 

She said: “I was really 


nervous, very excited and I 
am looking forward to rep¬ 
resenting Portland where I 
was brought up, but I shall 
fight my own corner. I 
shan’t ask advice from 
Tim!” 

New councillors included 
Jane Hall who held Wey¬ 
mouth East for the Tories, 
a seat where Roger Allen 
did not stand for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

She said: “I am ab¬ 
solutely trembling. I am 
apprehensive but I am a re¬ 
tired nursing sister, my car¬ 
ing profession carried me 
forward and I will do my 
best for Weymouth East.” 

The biggest win came at 
Wey Valley where Tory 
Pam Nixon retained her 
seat by more than 700 
votes. 

She said: “I am just over¬ 


whelmed. There were a lot 
of very friendly welcom¬ 
ing people on the doors 
and it has been a pleasure 
to speak to them. I am ab¬ 
solutely thrilled.” 

Tory group leader Geoff 
Petherick said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing that we lost a seat 
but we will continue the 
programme for inward in¬ 
vestment, higher wage 
rates and hopefully a re¬ 
duced council tax.” 


Lib Dem leader Ian Roe¬ 
buck said their perform¬ 
ance had been 
“satisfactory”, that he was 
sad Ryan Hope’s great per¬ 
formance hadn’t been 
enough to win but that 
“there are no prizes for 
coming second in poli¬ 
tics”. 

Labour spokesman 
Simon Bowkett said: “We 
are very pleased.

An emphatic'no'to AV

RESIDENTS in Weymouth, Portland and West Dorset 
voted “No” by more than 2-1 in the Alternative Vote ref¬ 
erendum. 

The count for both authorities, held at Weymouth Pavil¬ 
ion Ocean Room, revealed that Weymouth and Portland 
had 22,100 votes with 14,961 against the AV idea and 
only 7,048 for it with 91 rejected votes. 

There was a similar response in West Dorset where 
28,391 voted “No” with only 13,688 voting “Yes” while 
180 votes were rejected because of uncertainty or other 
reasons. 

The results, which were similar to others all over the 
country, produced mixed feelings in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land where Conservative group leader Councillor Geoff 
Petherick said: “I am really pleased that this is the way 
we have gone. It doesn’t make any sense financially for 
us as a local council and I believe the existing system is 
the best one.” 

South Dorset MP Richard Drax agreed and said: “I am 
delighted to see that the electorate in this part of the world 
has emphatically said “No” to AV which I believe, quite 
frankly, is a political con.” 

But Brian Heatley of the Green Party said: “I feel this 
has been an opportunity lost to get rid of tactical voting. 
The new proposals would have made elections more hon¬ 
est and allowed people to express not just their main pref¬ 
erence but other choices as well.” 

Fair Votes for Dorset chairman Richard Denton-White 
was more blunt and said: “It is appalling. 

“This was a once in a generation opportunity to help 
change a busted political system, one we now face being 
saddled with for a long time. At least with the referendum 
the genie is out of the bottle and focus on an unfair voting 
system will rise up the political agenda.”

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Jobs under threat at 
Weymouth College 


AT least 28 jobs could go at Wey¬ 
mouth College which has an¬ 
nounced it is facing funding cuts of 
£1 million. 

Principal Sue Moore said: “Every 
college and every school with a 
sixth form in the area will be facing 
funding cuts and will have to make 
difficult decisions about staffing. 

“We are being forced to make 
tough choices and we know this is 
hard on staff, but we are doing all 
we can to minimise the impact on 
everyone, staff and students.” 

She added that a very difficult de¬ 
cision had already been made to 
stop AS levels at the College and 
focus on a vocational curriculum. 

She said: “I am pleased to say that

we will be looking to expand the 
breadth of what we offer in coming 
years to support the emerging local 
and regional skills demands while 
maintaining our existing breadth of 
curriculum.” 

She added that the college had 
started a 30-day consultation 
process with its 473 staff and teach¬ 
ing unions and she said: “We hope 
that by working with staff and 
unions we can explore ways to save 
jobs using job-shares, reducing 
hours and redeployment of roles. 

“Most of the losses will be in sup¬ 


port roles, not direct teaching posts, 
and what we offer to students will 
stay the same in terms of their 
courses. Students who need indi¬ 
vidual support will continue to re¬ 
ceive it. We are very proud of the 
level of support we offer.” 

Final decisions about job losses 
will be made at the end of the con¬ 
sultation period in June. 

The college added that it was hop¬ 
ing to make savings of about 
£300,000 in non-pay costs, pre¬ 
dominantly from non-recurring 
items, learner volume related sav¬ 
ings and the closure of the enter¬ 
prise centre at the Granby Industrial 
Estate. 


Olympic test run for August 


ORGANISERS have announced 
plans to test systems, equipment, 
workforce and procedures by run¬ 
ning an Olympic and Paralympic 
sailing competition in summer 
2011. 

The dry run ahead of the London 
2012 Games will be held from July 
31st-August 13th. 

It will be called the Weymouth 
and Portland International Regatta 
2011 and will be run by the London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games from the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland National Sail¬ 
ing Academy and the nearby 
Portland Marina. 

The regatta is one of 42 test events 
planned by LOCOG from May 
2011-May 2012. 

Nearly 400 sailors from more than 
60 nations will take part in the 2011 
regatta test, numbers being similar 
to those expected for the 2012 
Olympic sailing events. 

The regatta is mainly designed to 
test 2012 systems, processes and 
equipment but it will also be an im¬ 
portant event for competing athletes 
and for some nations may form part 
of their Games qualification series. 

LOCOG chief executive Paul 
Deighton said it was all about “road 
testing” their plans on the water to 
learn any lessons in advance and 
make sure they had all knowledge 
needed to deliver a truly memorable 
Games in 2012. 

He added: “The Weymouth and 


Portland International Regatta 2011 
provides a great opportunity for ath¬ 
letes who may well be selected for 
the Games to come and sail on the 
same waters at the same time of 
year to learn as much as they can 
about the conditions Weymouth 
Bay might offer them in 2012. 

‘Weymouth and Portland is a fan¬ 
tastic sailing venue and we’re look¬ 
ing forward to welcoming the teams 
here and delivering a world class re¬ 
gatta this summer.” 

On the water, the fleet of race 
management and safety boats will 
be operational, manned by the spe¬ 
cialist volunteer and technical offi¬ 
cials to run as many as 170 races 
over the 12 day event period across 
the five race courses that make up 
the sailing field of play. 

Tetra radios and call groups, the 
Swiss Timing GPS tracking system 
and the GPS data that will drive TV 
graphics will all be thoroughly 
tested in a real life environment. 
Full results and timing tests will 
also be undertaken. 

Staffing procedures are also to be 
tested with an estimated team of 
500 people helping to stage the 
Weymouth and Portland Interna¬ 
tional Regatta 2011. The team com¬ 
prises of 37 LOCOG staff, 63 
international technical officials, 128 
national technical officials, 106 
sailing specialist test event volun¬ 
teers and 126 general test event vol¬ 
unteers, all working as one team for 


the first time. 

A third of all the test event volun¬ 
teers are expected to come from 
Weymouth and Portland and the 
surrounding Dorset area. They will 
undertake roles such as marshals 
and timing and scoring team mem¬ 
bers. In addition, the Weymouth & 
Portland 2012 Operations team, 
based at the borough council will 
also be undertaking some testing of 
procedures and infrastructure dur¬ 
ing the summer of 2011 as a test run 
for 2012. 

There will be no tickets on sale for 
the regatta. LOCOG will run part of 
the regatta in Newton’s Cove, but 
the proposed Games-time ticketed 
spectator experience at Nothe Gar¬ 
dens will not be tested as part of the 
event as this proposal remains sub¬ 
ject to planning consent. 

LOCOG will submit a planning 
application to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council in May 2011 
for the temporary structures and fa¬ 
cilities that would be required to 
create a ticketed area in the Nothe 
Gardens to manage spectators ef¬ 
fectively next summer. The pro¬ 
posed ticketed area would be 
managed by a third party operator 
and would offer catering and a big 
screen relaying all the action from 
the water.

'No excuse'for more than 3,300 drivers 


DORSET Police and partners'"no excuse" team caught 
more than 3,300 driving offenders between January 
18th-March 31st. 

Most were given tickets including more than 800 for 
not wearing a seatbelt or for using a mobile phone 
whilst driving including one issued to a person who was 
using a phone whilst supervising a learner driver. 

Other offenders included 26 drivers not in proper con¬ 
trol of their vehicle or driving without a proper view and 
54 motorists caught driving with no test certificate, tax 
or insurance. 

One new driver stopped for holding his phone up to 
his ear said he wasn't on the phone and was "only lis¬ 
tening to the cricket" while one woman stopped for 
speeding said:"l knew you would catch me one day. I'm 
always speeding through here." 


The team covered the whole of Dorset using both 
marked and unmarked vehicles and bikes. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols said: "Recent news that 
'no excuse'will be continuing for a second year under¬ 
lines the Dorset Road Safe commitment to reducing the 
number of people killed and seriously injured. 

"We know from bitter experience that more often 
than not, distraction or speed are directly responsible 
for collisions while the refusal to wear seat belts often 
results in a more serious outcome. 

"While we are seeing great support for the initiative 
there are too many local motorists still prepared to take 
a chance. The message is clear - we want all drivers to 
take responsibility and ensure a safer environment for 
everyone".

WEYMOUTH’S Tudor House is cele¬ 
brating its golden anniversary as a mu¬ 
seum by offering residents a period of free 
entry. 

The site in Trinity Street first opened its 
doors in 1961. 

Custodian Eileen O’Brien said: “The 
house was built in 1600 and in those days 
the harbour almost came up to our front 
door. 

“By the 1930s the house had fallen on 
hard times and, despite people still living 
in it, the council had condemned the 
building to be demolished. 

“The Second World War came along, 
the house was spared and it was bought 
by local architect Ernest Walmsley Lewis. 

“He and other people refurbished the 
building and kitted it out with period arte¬ 
facts before letting it out to everyone from 
students to singing star Dusty Springfield 
and actor Albert Finney. 

“The building first opened to the public 


as a museum in 1961 and when Walmsley 
Lewis died he left the Tudor House to 
Weymouth Civic Society in 1977, having 
himself formed the Society in 1946.” 

To mark the 50 th anniversary of the 
Tudor House museum residents are being 
granted free entry until May 20 th if they 
bring a utility bill or some proof of resi¬ 
dence with them. 

Eileen said: “They will be able to come 
in for nothing from Tuesday-Friday be¬ 
tween lpm-3.45pm and on Saturday and 
Sunday between 2pm-4pm. 

“We hope this will encourage as many 
people as possible to come along and see 
part of their heritage going back more 
than four centuries. 

“We would also like to invite all schools 
in the area to contact us about bringing 
parties down to tour the Tudor House in 
the future.

WEYMOUTH’S first ever stocktake 
of species at the RSPB’s Radipole 
Lake reserve was so successful it is 
to become an annual event. 

More than 100 people took part and 
they joined experts and roving vol¬ 
unteer wardens to help them find out 
exactly what creatures lived on the 
reserve in the middle of town. 

Between them they identified more 
than 120 species from plants and 
birds to butterflies and other insects, 
mammals, amphibians and reptiles. 

Weymouth Wetlands information 
officer Luke Philips said: “This was 
an incredibly useful event for us and 
we’d like to say a big thank you to 


everyone who stepped up for nature 
and helped out. 

“It’s given us a snapshot of what’s 
around on the reserve at this time of 
year and, almost as importantly, 
what’s not. 

“It’s shown us which birds have ar¬ 
rived safely from their wintering 
grounds in Africa, which plants are 
in flower and which insects are 
emerging including three different 
types of bumble bee, 11 species of 
butterfly and an early hawker drag¬ 
onfly.” 

Visitors also found 37 species of 
plants and 53 different birds. There 
were personal highlights for some 


people with one family spotting a 
water vole and others watching the 
reserve’s marsh harriers and even a 
red kite flying overhead as well as 
house martins, sand martins and 
swallows, a good sign that summer 
is just around the corner. 

Luke added: “Above all, everyone 
really enjoyed themselves with lots 
of people of all ages and levels of in¬ 
terest and knowledge joining in. It 
was obviously a very popular way to 
spend an Easter holiday. The Big 
Wild Stocktake Challenge at Wey¬ 
mouth Wetlands will definitely be¬ 
come an annual event.”

VISITORS to Weymouth 
and Portland and other 
Dorset beaches can now 
check water quality be¬ 
fore dipping their toes in 
the sea. 

The initiative by Wes¬ 
sex Water enables people 
to check the company’s 
website to find out if 
bathing water quality 
may have been compro¬ 
mised if stormwater has 
been discharged off the 
coast following heavy 


rainfall. 

Wessex is the first water 
company in the country 
to publish information 
that shows when storm 
overflows have been in 
use. 

Water and sewerage 
companies throughout the 
country occasionally use 
emergency and combined 
sewer overflows (CSOs) 
during times of intense 
rainfall, if sewers become 
overwhelmed, to prevent 


flooding of property, 
highways and open 
spaces. 

Campaigners have lob¬ 
bied for information on 
when sewer overflow 
spills have occurred. 

Wessex compliance and 
sustainability director Dr 
Julian Dennis said the 
move to make the infor¬ 
mation available would 
allow everyone to see if 
CSOs had an impact on 
bathing water quality. 


He added: “The infor¬ 
mation we now provide 
online is based on CSOs 
that have been identified 
by both us and the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency as hav¬ 
ing the greatest potential 
to impact on bathing 
water quality. 

“Although for many 
years we have notified 
local councils if our 
emergency or combined 
sewer overflows that 
might affect Bathing 


Water quality have been 
in use, this is the first time 
we have been able to pro¬ 
vide information for the 
public to see. 

“Eliminating the use of 
sewer overflows is not an 
option. It would mean re¬ 
configuring the country’s 
sewerage system that has 
been in use since the 19th 
century. Not only would it 
have a huge impact on 
customer bills but laying 
new sewers would cause 
major disruption in towns

“Instead we are manag¬ 
ing the existing system 
by ensuring it has ade¬ 
quate capacity for flows 
under normal weather 
conditions and where we 
can, we are increasing 
sewer capacity and pro¬ 
viding extra storm stor¬ 
age to reduce the number 
of CSO spills.” 

Surfers Against Sewage 
(SAS), an environmental 
campaign group with a 
mission to rid the UK 
coastline of sewage, said 
it welcomed Wessex 
Water’s transparency 
over CSO discharges and 
urged other companies to 
do the same. 

Wessex Water said its 
online bathing water 
quality information, re¬ 
leased a week ahead of 
the start of the 2011 
bathing waters season, 
had received strong sup¬ 
port from local councils 
responsible for beach 
management. 

It added that work was 
now underway to launch 
an app and text alert sys¬ 
tem so mobile phone 
users can find out the lat¬ 
est on bathing water qual¬ 
ity when visiting beaches 
in the area.

Development proposals 

A MASSIVE new housing development could see 
176 homes built off Littlemoor Road, Weymouth. 

The scheme by developers FH Cummings would 
turn farmland at Destiny Fields into a range of 
properties. 

These would include 11 one-bed houses, 30 two- 
bed houses, 55 three-bed houses, 22 four-bed 
homes, 22 one and two-bed mews apartments 
and 36 one and two-bed flats. 

The scheme would generate 53 affordable 
houses of mixed affordable rent and 13 shared 
ownership. 

Officers said it was hoped the proposed devel¬ 
opment scheme would go before the council's 
planning committee on June 29 th .

"We are also holding an all day table top sale on 
the sea front to raise money for the amenity fund 
which is used for all the niceties for our residents. 

"We recently acquired Felix the cat and a fish 
tank which all incur running costs. We are also 
hoping to theme one of our communal areas into 
a 1950s lounge which hopefully will be achievable 
if we raise enough money." 

Missing woman found 

A MISSING London woman has been found safe 
and well at the Somerset pub in Weymouth. 

Molly Buckingham, 70, who was described as 
"vulnerable" and "on regular medication" was 
taken to hospital by Dorset Police and has now 
been returned home. 

She had been missing for a week since her last 
known sighting by a neighbour who saw her 
walking in Glover Close, Abbey Wood near Plum- 
stead.

RECORD April weather saw Weymouth 
bask in a "phenomenally" warm and 
dry month. 

The highest ever average maximum 
temperatures for April, the warmest 
sea temperatures since the 1950s, the 
highest average minimum tempera¬ 
tures since 1961 and one of the lowest 
rainfalls since 1954 all combined to 
make it a memorable month. 

Weymouth weatherman BOB 
POOTS said: "What a terrible month 
for the gardeners. All my water butts 
are empty!" 

He added that April had been so dry 
that Weymouth only had three meas¬ 
urable days of rain for a total of just 
3.6mm. The usual average for April is 
nearly 50mm and it meant rainfall for 
the year so far is now nearly 74mm 


below average. 

Mr Poots said: "April 2011 was the 
third sunniest on Weymouth's records 
failing by just 13 hours to beat the 
record breaking 2010." 

He added that sun shone every day 
except the 5 th and 13 th with 257 hour 
and 12 minutes of sunshine, nearly a 
third above average. Sunshine for the 
year so far is now 88 hours and 36 min¬ 
utes above average. 

Winds during April were very light 
with few gusts, the greatest being just 
26mph on Monday 4 th . 

Temperatures were all well above av¬ 
erage for April with the average maxi¬ 
mum up 4.0 Centigrade at 16.5C, 
minimum up 3C at 8.7C, the mean up 
3.5C at 12.6C and the sea temperature 
up 1.7C at 11.3C.

I, too, could be an artist! 


O NE person’s incomprehensible daub is 
another person’s masterpiece because art 
can be such a divisive subject. 

I’ve covered art events from Upwey to Easton 
Square and believe me the range of subjects has 
been matched only by the range of talent. 

Local art should be encouraged because it rep¬ 
resents ordinary people doing their best in medi¬ 
ums from painting and sculpture to ceramics. As 
such, unless in a competition, it does not deserve 
to be heavily criticised. 

However, the same does not apply to art on a 
national stage and particularly art held up as the 
pinnacle of achievement by an internationally 
recognised body. 


The Turner Prize has bemused me for years 
with its gushing praise for a range of exhibits 
from a rumpled bed to a film of a man in a bear 
costume wandering round the streets of Berlin 
at night! 

Truly weird but not as weird as the 2009 
Turner competition which was hailed as the best 
in its 27 year history. 

I can do no better than quote an awed critic’s 
comment on one entry which read: “Roger 
Hiorns’ cow brains and crystallised bedsit ques¬ 
tioned our assumptions about certainty, materi¬ 
ality and the future.” 

Did it now...well you just sit there quietly 
until the men with white coats get here. 


The 2011 Turner Prize continues to defy belief 
with four shortlisted offerings including an artist 
whose installations have been inspired by con¬ 
crete trees and another whose sculptures are 
made from lipstick, Vaseline, nail varnish, eye 
shadow and...oh yes, one more key ingredi¬ 
ent... soil! 

My home has art I am very fond of but the 
Turner school of thought can see art in what I 
put out for the dustmen. 

Perhaps I’ll keep this week’s bag of food waste 
in readiness for the 2012 Turner Prize event and 
my entry exhibit entitled - ‘Anguish in the 
Kitchen’. 


■ CAR alarms may be very neces¬ 
sary devices to help deter thieves 
but they can also be a pain in the 
bumper, particularly if they go off at 
night and ruin people's sleep. 

I was recently having a chat and 
relaxing in the sunshine near Wey¬ 
mouth Harbour when the peace 
and quiet was shattered by a car 
alarm going off. 

We were stood near a car park so 
both of us naturally looked to see 
which car was affected since some 
alarms will gooff if the car is rocked 
by air pressure from a passing vehi¬ 
cle.

HIS week’s chal¬ 
lenge was one any 
driver would 
dread. Worse than your 
car insurance renewal, 
worse even than the sharp 
intake of breath from a 
car mechanic before he 
gives you a quote - this 
week I was forced to re¬ 
take my driving test. 

For the first time I 
began to regret the “no 
challenge refused” ele¬ 
ment of this column. 

Taking me through this 
traumatic experience was 
driving instructor Tim 
Gudgion, of ‘Tim’s Driv¬ 
ing School’ based in 
Dorchester. 

Tim is a very friendly 
guy and most importantly 
a relaxed and patient in¬ 
structor, which I imagine 
comes from his 20 years 
of teaching young adults 
and his degree in psy¬ 
chology. 

The price of fuel and 
the ever-increasing com¬ 
petition makes it difficult 
for every instructor in 


Dorchester but Tim is 
clearly passionate about 
his job and about getting 
results. He prides himself 
on his 91 per cent first 
time pass rate for his stu¬ 
dents last year. 

Tim’s car, a three-year- 
old Renault Clio, is also a 
dream to drive. I’m sure 
his students hate saying 
goodbye to it as they 
transfer to their own old 
banger which can only 
drive in three gears, has 
the heater stuck on full 
and costs £2,000 to insure 
despite the fact it can’t go 
above 30mph except 
downhill. 

We have all been there 
and we all have tales of 
our own experiences, but 
it is surprising how the 
test has developed in just 
four short years. 

Students in Dorchester 
now have to master the 
bay park and complete an 
independent driving sec¬ 
tion on their test, not to 
mention tackling the 
newly expanded round¬ 


abouts and the ever-in- 
creasing Poundbury de¬ 
velopment. 

I can only imagine how 
much the test has changed 
in the 30 years since my 
parents took it, they were 
probably checking their 
blind spot for oncoming 
Penny Farthings! 

Now, as much as we all 
like to think we are great 
drivers, that doesn’t mean 
we are test ready drivers. 

A short recap lesson 
with Tim before my mock 
test was spent mainly 
being reminded to check 
my mirrors. I wasn’t 
stalling the car as much as 
I did four years ago but 
when asked to parallel 
park or reverse around a 
corner I was suddenly 
back in the mind set of 
my 17-year-old self, 


palms sweaty and hands 
shaking. 

With a recap complete 
we moved onto the test. It 
started badly and got pro¬ 
gressively worse. The two 
vehicle check questions 
were the first to catch me 
out before we’d even 
pulled off. 

“How do you check 
your brakes are work¬ 
ing?” and “How do you 
check the tread depth on 
your tyres?” The answer 
is not “Ask dad”, al¬ 
though it has never failed 
me. 

With the questions in¬ 
correctly answered I 
pulled away and we were 
off. 

Like every learner 
driver I tried to concen¬ 
trate on the road but my 
peripheral vision was 


very much aware of Tim’s 
pen working away on my 
test report. 

I felt it was going well 
until manoeuvre time. 
Tim decided to test me out 
on the dreaded reverse 
park, always my least 
favourite. 

My first attempt was 
misjudged so I pulled out 
and began the manoeuvre 
again - a fail. You may 
make adjustments but you 
cannot go back to the start 
of the manoeuvre. 

Oblivious to this I car¬ 
ried on and completed the 
independent section of my 
test and returned to 
Poundbury, where the 
new test centre is based. 

The result? Fail, with 
two majors and six mi¬ 
nors. The second major 
was for lane discipline on 


a roundabout after I cut 
up a white van man. In 
fairness, he probably de¬ 
served it. 

My minors were mainly 
for checking my mirrors, 
which they are militant 
about. 

Overall it was a harrow¬ 
ing experience from 


which I emerged rela¬ 
tively unscathed, I look 
forward to all your sarcas¬ 
tic comments in the 
weeks to come. 

On a serious note, as an 
experienced driver it’s 
easy to get frustrated 
when you find yourself 
stuck behind a learner 


driver but try to remem¬ 
ber what it was like and 
spare a thought for them. 

Learning to drive is an 
increasingly difficult and 
expensive task and if 
you’re being honest, 
would you want to do it 
all again?

History of the Oakroom 


The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James' claim to the 
throne, following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in 
Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the 
infamous Judge Jeffreys, 
whose reputation was that of 
the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 


made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was captures 
and imprisoned in the Tower 
of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably 
of natural causes. Rumours at 
the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak pan¬ 
elled room has been carefully 
restored to maintain its char¬ 
acter and original features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons 
Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light 
meals throughout the day, 
lunches and of course, 
Dorset Clotted Cream Teas.

Spotlight on Eliza Earthy 


ELIZA Carthy is undoubtedly one of the most impressive and engaging 
performers of her generation. Twice nominated for the Mercury Prize and 
winner of innumerable other accolades over a 15 year career, Eliza has 
performed and recorded with a diverse array of artists including, Paul Weller, 
Rufus & Martha Wainwright, Nick Cave, Patrick Wolf and Bob Neuwirth. 

More than most, Eliza Carthy has revitalised folk music and captured the most 
hardened of dissenters with intelligent, charismatic and boundary-crossing per¬ 
formance. 

Eliza grew up immersed in the world of traditional music. She still divides her 
time between touring and recording with her legendary parents, Martin Carthy 
and Norma Waterson, as well as engaging in numerous pioneering solo and 
band projects, including work with Pere Ubu and Melanie Challenger, an artist 
in residence in Antarctica. 

Her new album Neptune was released on Monday. Recorded at Castle Studios, 
Edinburgh and co-produced by Dave Wah and Eliza Carthy, Neptune is the solo 
follow up to 2008's Dreams of Breathing Underwater and the first record to be 
released through her own label, HemHem Records. 

Last year's album Gift (a collaboration with her mother Norma Waterson), re¬ 
ceived widespread critical acclaim and picked up'Best Album'and'BestTradi¬ 
tional Track'accolades at the BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards. Having recently toured 
with folk collective The Imagined Village, Carthy embarks on shows with her 
own band this week - she plays Bridport Arts Centre on Friday. 

"This album is a step on from the'Ben-Hur-style, everything with extra horse, 
seven years to make approach'we had to the last one,"explains Eliza. 

"Me and my lovely, talented and stylish band in a room playing together, like 
the Romans did, in a couple of weeks. Ah, the good old days." 

"Neptune relates to an astrological reading I had done by a friend of the fam¬ 
ily," recalls Eliza. 

"The material on the album is ordered chronologically and is about the last 
ten years of my life. It's a story about ending relationships and beginning new 
ones with their own imperfections, and is about the thought that nothing is 
perfect, even when written in the stars. I'm still an old romantic though and par¬ 
tial to odd quotes from old television programmes." 

Displaying Carthy's trademark eclectic flair and lush vocals, Neptune is brim¬ 
ming with poignant observations on British life. 

"'Britain Is A Car Park' is a song that imagines a near and possible future where 
we from our tiny island have all moved to Spain, and left our cars behind to be 
looked after by people who can't afford to move to Spain... then we all enjoy 
the unique local food, with chips, naturally." 

So the new album's out this week. What can people expect from it? 

Me and my band being lovely. We hope. Poetry and humour out of dark 
times. 

How different is it working on a solo album than it is to 
collaborating with, say, your mum and dad? 

It's nice being able to make an album and go out looking like this. 

Did you ever feel any pressure to live up to your parents' reputation 
when you decided to make a career out of music? 

Absolutely. I try to be a bit nicer to myself these days though. You can only do 
your best. 

You're at the start of a new tour. What've you got planned for it? 

Any surprises? 

The new material is fun to play, so just that. We've been working on the 
strings, the fiddle, bass and cello. It's rather beautiful.

AFTER a disappointing season 
by Bob Buckler's standards, the 
new national hunt year has 
seen a huge improvement in 
fortune for the Henley yard.

Given a great ride by Nathan 
Sweeney, he tucked in behind 
the leaders before sweeping 
around the final bend to take 
command of the race, and pow¬ 
ered up the hill to finish six 
lengths clear of Overton Lad. 

"It was almost effortless and 
he jumped really well against a 
better class of runners," said 
Buckler who confirmed he may 
next go in a handicap chase on 
the same course on May 20th 
providing the handicapper is 
not too harsh on him following 
his win. 

Cullahill also had an easy vic¬ 
tory at Wincanton last Thursday 
in the three horse Holbrook 


House Restaurant & Spa Handi¬ 
cap Chase over the same dis¬ 
tance at Wincanton last 
Thursday despite ripping off a 
front shoe. 

This made the nine-year-old 
jump badly to the right particu¬ 
larly over a lot of the fences, 
particularly over the last three 
resulting in an unfortunate 
coming together with Cashel 
Blue with whom he was vying 
for the lead, who lost all his mo¬ 
mentum. 

Cullahill kept going however 
to win by 16 lengths and incur 
a 131b penalty from the handi¬ 
capper. 

"It was most unfortunate, but 


I think he had the better of the 
other horse by then and would 
have won regardless. 

Having ripped the shoe off, he 
would have been trying to pro¬ 
tect his foot as he landed and 
resulted in him jumping to the 
right." 

Incredibly Mister Matt also 
ripped off a front shoe in the 
Jared Young Memorial Handi¬ 
cap Chaseover 2Vi miles at 
Plumpton on Sunday which 
may have been the reason for a 
very poor show of jumping, and 
whilst he finished third 516 
lengths behind Colin Tizzard's 
Health Is Wealth, he would 
surely have been closer, if not 


won the race had he been 
sound. 

Buckler said: "He jumped ap¬ 
pallingly, and we don't know 
why. He came home with a cut 
on the heel of the front leg with 
the ripped shoe which indicates 
it was probably self-inflicted by 
his rear leg striking it. 

"He's a quite capable jumper, 
but the winner is an improving 
horse so whether he would 
have won the race is debatable, 
but he would have certainly 
been a lot closer." 

Most horses have now been 
turned out for the summer, but 
next week Buckler gives his 
thoughts on last season.

Ideal conditions for 
first windsurfing event 


THE WEYMOUTH and Portland National Sail¬ 
ing Academy hosted the first event of the 
UK Windsurfing Association's 2011 Cup Se¬ 
ries. 

There was plenty of anticipation for high 
wind speeds essential to ultimate board sail¬ 
ing conditions which have been sparse this 
spring on British waters, and they weren't 
disappointed with the wind delivering gusts 
of 30 knots for nearly 100 competitors to 
complete the massive 12 race series across 
four different race fleets.
